No Cardinal Received the Necessary 


T w o -T h ird s Vote. 


TWO OF THEM SICK. 


A Tightly Sealed Box Was Conveyed 
to Apartments of the Invalids 
and Therein They Depos­ 
ited Their Votes.| 


Rome, 
Aug. 
I.—The 
cardinals 
all 
•.wok* 
at 
an 
early hour Saturday 
morning to the ringing of a loud bell 
to realize the business before them. 
Mass was said in the Pauline chapel 
by Cardinal Oreglia, the camerlingo. 
who 
afterwards 
administered 
com­ 
munion to each cardinal. 
The scene 
was most m ajestic when the members 
of the sacred college as humble com ­ 
municants advanced to receive com­ 
munion from the hands of the cam er­ 
lingo. who subsequently gave a short 
address on the solemn nature of the 
occasion. 
After 
this 
each 
cardinal 
celebrated another mass either at the 
altar In Sala Ducale or In his rooms 
at the moveable altar prepared for the 
purpose. 
Breakfast, consisting of a 
cup of coffee and rolls, followed. This 
w as taken privately by the cardinals 
In their cells. 
Then the great business 
of the day was at hand at IO o'clock. 
AU the cardinals assembled In the Sis- 
tlne chapel for the first ballot. 
T here were m any grum blings a t un­ 
com fortable beds, heat, odors and o th ­ 
er d isc o m fo rts endured., one cardinal 
declaring he had not slept a w ink be­ 
cause of m osquitoes. 
The chapel p re­ 
sented a picture of m uch anim ation 
and beauty, violet being the leading 
color. 
Six candles on the a lta r gave 
a peculiar 
light in conjunction 
w ith 
daylight stream ing through the w in­ 
dows and gleam ing on em pty thrones 
an d on a long line of seats w ith th eir 
baldachinos 
(canopies) 
occupied 
by 
cardinals in ten t upon the business at 
hand- , E verything w as sym bolic. Even 
the baldachinos, which are now raised 
over the card in als’ chairs in the Sis- 
tlne chapel, are a sign th a t each m em ­ 
ber of the sacred college has a p er­ 
sonal p art in th*- sovereignty of the 
a p o sto lic see, b ut when the pope Is 
elected they are removed, 
the 
new 
pontiff alone rem aining with th is sym ­ 
bol of power. 
The cardinals w ent to 
the Bist in - 
chapel 
accom panied 
by 
th eir conclavists 
carrying 
portfolios 
and papers. 
W hen C ardinal O reglia 
w as seated all others followed his ex­ 
am ple and p rayers were offered, after 


Having tanen to m e altar m s own vote, 
Cardinal Oreglia showed the member* 
of the Barred college a small empty 
box having a tiny silt In the cover. 
This box was locked In the presence of 
nil the cardinals and the key placed on 
the altar, after which three cardinals 
scrutinizers curried It to the apart­ 
ments of the Invalids, who after tak­ 
ing the prescribed oath dropped their 
ballots through the slit Into the box. 
which was taken back to the Sistin* 
chapel, unlocked and the ballots de­ 
posited with those of the others In th* 
chalice on the altar. 
Second ballot was without result.

H urst testified that 
members of the fam ily knew of a con­ 
spiracy to murder Marcum for over a 
yeaf before his death. 
Mrs. Hord, a sister of J. B. Marcum, 
testified that when her brother came 
Into her house on the Sunday after­ 
noon, previous to bls murder; that both 
Jett and W hite followed him into the 
house and walked about In the differ­ 
ent rooms of her home. She finally In­ 
sisted feat. they leave and they did so. 
M m .^feary Johnson, an o th er sister 
of M a in rn, testified th a t arm ed men 
w ere frequently seen about the house 
w here her brother lived. She had lived 
a t her b ro th er’s hom e for a year p re­ 
vious to his m urder and the fam ily 
w ere frequently w arned th a t M arcum 
w as to be m urdered. She testified th a t 
she j aw T hom as W hite a n d .three other

w hich Mgr. Sagiano, governor of the 
conclave, called, “ E xit om nes," thus 
nounclng to the conclavists and prel­ 
a te s th a t they m ust retire n n d leave 
th e cardinals alone. The voting papers 
used by their em inences are som ew hat 
different from those of 1878, being a 
little longer and narrow er. 
E ach c ar­ 
dinal in tu rn , holding a ballot betw een 
his first finger and thum b so th a t ev­ 
ery one present could see it, advanced 
slow ly to the altar, w here a large 
chalice w as standing, knelt and prayed 
briefly for guidance, and then rising 
took the follow ing oath: 
“I call on 
God to w itness, he who shall judge me. 
th a t I elect him who I think should 
be elected according to God. 
T his I 
prom ise to do also in accession of 
vote.” 
So saying the cardinal dropped 
his ballot in the chalice, bowed before 
the a lta r and re tu rn e d to his place. 
T he b allo tin g took . a very long tim e. as 
m any cardinals, ow ing to th eir age or 
Illness, moved slowly, being obliged to 
have the assistance of th eir colleagues. 
A fter the balloting w as finished the 
chalice w as covered, well shaken and 
the 
ballots 
publicly 
counted 
Then 
passing them into a receptacle placed 
on a table in the center of the chapel 
tw o cardinal scrutinizers opened the 
first ballot and passed it into a third 
card in al's hands, who read in a loud 
voice, and other cardinals noted the 
votes on the printed list of nam es w ith 
w hich each w as provided. 
As no c ar­ 
dinal received 
the 
prescribed 
tw o- 
thirds 
vote 
a 
supplem entary ballot 
was taken, w ith no better results. Con­ 
sequently a t 11:20 a. rn. all ballots 
w ere burned, th e sm oke being seen 
from the left side of the piazza of St.
